Assistant Surgeon Wollenberg reports, July 19: 

Vessels inspected at Naples and Palermo, week ended July 10. 
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Smallpox in Naples. — During the week ended July 11, 29 cases of 
smallpox with 8 deaths were reported at the health office of the city 
of Naples. One of these cases was discovered July 6 during the daily 
inspection of boarding houses for emigrants. The patient was a child 
nearly recovered from a mild attack of varioloid. An attempt was 
made to properly isolate the case.
